Normal  has  never  been  a  word  associated  with  me  in  a  number  of 
different  ways  Normal  behavior,  normal  looks,  acting  normal,  normal 
collecting  interests  -  none  of  these  apply  to  me,  but  abnormal,  now  there’s  a 
word  that  applies  to  a  lot  about  what  I  collect  in  our  world  of  silver 

While  reading  a  past  edition  of  The  Numismatist  the  other  day,  I  saw 
an  article  about  some  enameled  coins  from  a  series  called  ‘Pirates  of  the 
Caribbean  These  are  really  neat  looking  pieces  The  author  was  Dan  Lewis  of 
www  blackmpuntaincoins  com  in  Black  Mountain  NC  Most  of  you  know  that  I 
do  have  a  weakness  for  collecting  enameled  coins,  medals  and  tokens  So,  I 
called  Black  Mountain  and  ordered  a  set  The  set  was  just  a  little  short  of  the 
free  shipping  price,  so  I  looked  through  the  online  store  and  found  the  enameled 
guitar  coins  struck  for  the  Somali  Republic  as  NCLT  coins  (NC=non- 
circulating,  L=legal.  T=tender)  They  appear  in  our  6lh  edition  of  the  IASAC 
Guide  Book,  p  148  According  to  the  biography  in  our  guidebook,  they  were 
produced  by  Richard  Nelson  owner  of  The  Money  Company  in  Tarzana,  CA  for 
the  Somali  Republic.  They  were  minted  in  honor  of  the  5(T  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Rock  &  Roll  in  2004  (Now  doesn’t  that  make  you  baby-boomers  feel 
old!)  They  are  listed  as  TMC-21EN,  TMC-22EN,  TMC-23EN,  TMC-24EN, 
TMC-25EN  and  TMC-26EN  They  are  named  the  original  Stratocaster,  Klein, 
Gary  Glitter,  Stars  and  Stripes,  X-PIorer  and  the  Flying  V.  They  are  wonderful 
little  pieces  of  art  Now  here’s  where  things  get  a  bit  tricky 

In  the  introduction  of  The  Money  Company’s  biography,  the  guidebook 
notes  these  are  999 AR  When  I  spoke  with  Dan  Lewis  on  the  phone,  he  thought 
they  might  be  925sterling.  So,  then  I  went  to  the  Krause  book  of  Unusual 
World  Coins  There  they  are  listed  as  various  weights  because  of  their  different 
designs,  but  as  being  made  of  copper-nickel,  silver  plated  Now  I’ve  got  a 
conundrum  that  has  me  stumped  Just  what  material/metal  are  these  pieces 
made  from? 

As  a  self-proclaimed  know-it-all,  I’m  bamboozled  I’ve  looked  at  the 
coins  as  closely  as  I  can,  and  1  find  no  marking  of  any  silver  content  at  all  for  the 
coins.  They  are  extremely  cool  looking  and  I’m  glad  I  bought  them,  but  I  would 
appreciate  it  it  anyone  knows  anymore  about  these  pieces  and  what  comprises 
them  to  let  me  know  so  I  can  clear  up  this  mystery 

Until  next  time,  keep  looking  for  those  silver  pieces  that  interest  you

Because  the  old  U.  S.  dollars  were 
so  large  the  public  found  them  too  bulky  and  too  heavy.  Today  the  U.  S. 
government  has  been  experimenting  with  the  smaller  dollar  like  the 
Sacagawea.  the  Native  American  and  the  Presidential  dollars  because 
coinage  can  last  50  years  or  more.  Today  people  have  resisted  the  new 
dollars. 

For  me.  I'll  take  any  kind  of  dollars!

As  the  price  of  silver  and  gold  hovers  at  around  $30  and 
$1400  per  ounce  respectively,  anyone  invested  in  bullion  (gold 
or  silver;  in  the  form  of  bars,  rounds  or  ingots)  is  much  safer 
with  their  investments  than  the  average  coin  collector.  My 
thought  and  experience  tells  me  that  over  time  these  precious 
metals  have  been  the  staple  for  goods  and  services,  almost 
from  the  beginning  of  time. 

Even  today,  treasure  hunters  have  spent  millions  of  dollars 
searching  the  ocean  floors  for  sunken  ships  loaded  with  these 
pieces  of  priceless  coinage,  and  artifacts  such  as  jewelry, 
silverware  or  other  items  of  intrinsic  value.  It  seems  as  though 
each  time,  each  generation  of  people  have  created  hobbiests 
who  emerge  collecting  the  things  they  love.  They  are  people 
who  come  full  force  from  the  shadows  of  their  childhood 
influenced  by  parents,  grandparents,  aunts,  uncles,  television, 
magazines,  friends  or  maybe  just  their  own  imagination 
triggered  by  self-satisfaction  to  soothe  their  inner  core,  a 
mental  eclipse  like  a  phenomenon  that  creates  a  feeling  of 
splendor. 

Coin  collecting  has  certainly  been  a  hobby  for  thousands  of 
years  by  many  people;  many,  the  most  unsuspecting.  For 
many,  many  reasons,  culture  and  refinement  of  our  economy 
has  questioned  our  interest  of  excellence. 

The  doll  collectors,  marble  collectors,  baseball,  football, 
rocks,  old  45  rpm  records,  anything  you  might  think  of  are  not 
quite  the  same  today.  Modem  technology  has  stripped  away 
many,  thousands,  maybe  millions  of  collectors. 

Coin  collecting  is  certainly  one  example  of  a  vanishing  hobby. 
CASH  for  silver,  CASH  for  gold  is  everywhere  we  look.  Sure, 
the  US  Mint  has  tried  to  resurrect  the  hobby  with  the  ten  year 
state  quarter  program,  Presidential  Dollars  and  now  the  ten  to 
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twelve  year  National  Parks  Program,  you  better  be  a  bit 
younger  than  me  if  you  chance  finishing  this  project. 

Let  me  use  a  more  exact  example.  Of  all  U.  S.  Coinage,  it  is 
well  known  that  the  Morgan  Silver  Dollar  (Morgan,  the 
designer's  last  name)  minted  from  1 878-1921 .  Staggering 
numbers  in  the  hundreds  of  millions  were  minted.  Today  a 
minimum  of  270  million  of  the  United  States  largest  and 
heaviest  coins  were  minted  as  a  result  of  the  Pittman  Act  of 
1918.  These  coins  were  made  after  the  civil  war.  The  Pittman 
act,  for  those  of  you  w'ho  are  unfamiliar  with  that  term,  is  for 
the  melting  of  these  coins  for  the  silver  content  needed  to  fight 
the  war.  This  Bill  was  voted  on  by  Congress,  passed  and 
signed  by  the  president.  Today,  many  coins  made  with  silver 
(Pre- 1 9640  are  melted  daily.  Most  of  these  coins  are  of  poor 
quality  and  the  melt  value  of  silver  is  worth  much  more  than  its 
numismatic  value. 

Coins  in  better  condition;  however,  bring  hefty  premiums, 
sometimes  in  the  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

With  the  volatility  of  ever  changing  prices,  and  supply  and 
demand,  most  of  the  delicious  coins  today  are  only  dreams  for 
the  average  working  man  or  woman.  Another  factor  is  the 
discovery  of  hoarded  coins  from  many  decades  hitting  the 
marketplace  daily.  You  know,  like  grandpa  who  passed  away 
and  family  finding  rare  coins  hidden  in  the  shoebox,  or  as 
many  people;say,  gramps  or  dad  had  these  under  the  mattress. 
With  all  this  said,  remember  that  a  $1000  coin  from  the  1 990’s 
is  now  possibly  a  $300  coin  today.  So  remembering  that  the 
world  supply  of  these  precious  metals  is  not  endless. 

My  opinion  is  being  in  a  better  position  with  bullion  and  Art 
Bars.  Rare  coins  is  a  risky  investment.  “That's  one  thing  for 
sure!”  May  your  purchases  be  many  and  your  mistakes  be  few.

F.d  asked  me  to  tell  a  story  of  how  I  came  to  enamel  Art  Bars  and  of  course  I  said 
OK.  1  his  is  a  journey  of  life  and  as  you  know  our  lives  don't  make  sense  as  we 
travel  but  looking  back  we  can  see  the  reason  for  it  all 

Let  me  start  this  journey  at  its  beginning.  No  laughing  please.  Yes.  here  I  was  6 
years  old  and  reading  comics.  I  just  knew  in  my  heart  I  would  find  that  coin  worth  a 
Ibrtune.  As  1  daydreamed  I  became  a  coin  collector  searching  through  the  change  not 
knowing  there  would  not  be  any  turning  back.  Along  the  way  I  fell  in  love  with  the 
beautiful  art  of  our  coins.  The  Buffalo  Nickel.  Mercury  Dimes.  This  love  and  hobby 
led  me  into  the  discovery  of  art  as  I  found  artists  such  as  Gauguin  show  ing  me  the 
w  orld  of  color. 

In  the  late  60's  I  found  myself  living  in  Oklahoma  right  oft  Route  66  when  it  was 
the  magical  route  across  America.  As  a  budding  artist  and  painter  I  had  the  means  to 
display  my  work  and  was  very  successful,  it  was  a  good  time 

After  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces  during  the  Vietnam  War  I  returned  home  to 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  where  my  family  was.  It  was  not  the  Artist  community  of  the 
Southwest  and  with  nowhere  to  show  my  work  I  decided  to  go  to  college.  During 
that  time  my  coin  collecting  became  serious  again  and  after  graduating  I  opened  ll.R 
Coins  becoming  a  coin  dealer. 

It  was  then  in  the  early  70's  that  I  discovered  and  fell  in  love  with  Silver  Art  Bars. 
As  my  collection  grew  so  did  my  displays  as  I  w  ent  to  shows  and  1  changed  the 
name  of  the  business  to  ILR  Silver  for  that  was  where  my  heart  was. 

During  that  time  I  discovered  my  first  enameled  bar  by  Ceeco  and  was  soon  on 
the  search  to  see  more  of  this  marriage  of  color  and  silver  They  gave  me  a  joy  only 
a  collector  like  us  could  feel. 

Then  came  the  false  boom  of  1980  and  the  Hunt  Brothers  creating  the  great  melt 
The  bars  flowed  in  day  by  day  I  scurried  to  save  all  1  could  but  not  me  or  others 
could  save  them  all. 

As  things  settled  down  in  the  early  80's  1  decided  to  put  out  a  newsletter  to  find 
other  collectors  like  myself.  It  was  a  lot  of  tun  as  I  made  friends  around  the  world.  I 
always  told  some  stories,  told  some  history  and  in  general  tried  to  spread  the  joy  I 
found  in  our  hobby.  I  miss  them  all;  Duane  Spellman,  and  most  of  all  Steve  Rood,  he 
was  such  a  good  friend  and  1  loved  the  hours  we  spent  together  telling  stories 

My  big  love  of  enameled  Silver  Bars  had  disappeared  I  contacted  friends  at 
various  mints  and  no  one  was  in  a  mood  to  bring  out  Enameled  Silver  Bars.  1 
realized  I  couldn't  let  this  beautiful  art  form  die  so  I  started  the  Rainbow  Mint  to 
bring  it  back  to  life  for  me  and  all  who  loved  this  marriage  of  color  and  silver. 

Silvertowne  was  my  neighbor  and  friend  so  there  I  began  with  them  supplying 
me  blanks.  MY  first  two  issues  involved  a  new  process  for  silver  art  bars,  but  being 
an  artist  I  wasn't  satisfied;  so  processes  and  techniques  evolved.  One  of  the  most 
fantastic  techniques  was  to  create  an  enameling  process  that  allowed  the  silver  to 
shine  through  the  enameling  glowing  with  a  life  of  its  own...  I  combined  various 
mediums  it  was  a  fun  time  of  exploration... 
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I  guess  what  excites  me  the  most  is  that  it  all  worked  out.  Starting  with 
Silvertowne...  mints  did  lake  notice  of  collectors  and  starting  enameling  bars  again.  I 
am  so  thankful  of  love  of  color  and  silver  did  not  die 

As  you  can  sec  this  long  w  inding  journey  our  life  takes  hits  many  surprises,  but 
looking  back  we  can  put  all  the  way  stops  together  and  see  how  we  arrived.. 

If  there  is  room  I  thought  to  end  this  w  ith  answers  to  some  questions  I  receive  all 
the  time  ...so  here  goes. 

I  Do  you  still  collect  and  sell  Silver  Art  Bars  and  Rounds?  That’s  an  easy  question 
as  I  know  you  know.  Once  we  have  fallen  in  love  with  them  it  never  stops  . .Yes  1 
still  add  to  my  collection.  As  to  selling,  when  an  old  collector  contacts  me  or  visits, 
well  if  I  cun  help  them  ...  I  do.  . 

2.  Why  did  you  do  such  small  mintages?  A  big  question  but  a  simple  answer. 
Enameling  each  bar  by  hand  as  a  miniature  painting  is  a  big  task,  but  more  than  that 
as  an  artist  I  was  soon  bored  and  new  ideas  were  springing  in  my  mind  and  1  was 
ready  for  a  new  challenge  and  a  new  creation 

3.  Do  y  ou  still  enamel  Bars?  Yes,  sometimes  its  a  bar  that  calls  out  to  me  with 
visions  of  color  dancing  in  my  head.  I  have  done  some  limited  editions  for 
organizations  that  have  contacted  me,  and  there  is  always  the  friend  or  collector 
contacting  me  with  a  special  request  to  enamel  a  bar  for  them  because  they  want 
something  special  brought  to  life.  I  never  turn  them  down,  it's  all  about  our  love  of 
Silver  Bars,  color,  and  collecting!

MYSTERIOUS  SILVER 

$80  an  ounce  in  the  80's".  In  his  annual  speech  to  a  standing-room  only  audience 
at  the  Northwest  Mining  Association  in  Spokane,  Washington  in  early  December 
1979.  Paul  SamotT,  the  leading  silver  guru  of  his  era,  predicted  that  silver  would  rise 
to  $80  in  the  1980s.  Silver  was  $2 1  at  the  time,  having  risen  from  $6  in  January 
1979.  Silver  peaked  at  $50  on  January'  20,  1980,  largely  on  speculative  buying  by 
the  Hunt  Brothers  of  Dallas,  Texas  and  other  silver  bulls  throughout  the  world  On 
January  21,  1980  the  N  Y  Commodity  Exchange  (COMEX)  board  of  directors 
changed  trading  in  silver  futures  contracts  to  “liquidation  only”,  to  disallow  new 
buying  but  allow  the  shorts  to  buy  out  their  contracts.  At  the  time,  four  COMEX 
board  members  had  major  short  positions  in  silver  futures  (page  86.  Silver  Bulls  by 
Paul  Samoff.  1980).  The  price  plummeted,  reaching  a  low  of  $10.80  on  March  27, 
1980  The  Hunts'  large  paper  profits  were  turned  into  large  real  losses. 

“$90  an  ounce  in  the  90’s”,  In  a  speech  on  November  28,  1989,  the  same  Paul 
Sarnoff  predicted  that  silver,  which  averaged  only  $5.50  in  1989,  would  reach  $90 
during  the  decade  ot  the  1990s.  His  analysis  included  a  very  large  increase  of  silver 
usage  in  photography  in  both  China  and  Russia. 

Kelly  Patricia  O’Meara,  a  well-known  investigative  journalist,  in  her  March  30, 
2004  article,  stated  that  “a  growing  number  of  investors  believe  the  silver  market  has 

been  manipulated  to  hold  down  the  price  of  silver . and  that  regulators  have 

allowed  short  traders  to  commit  fraud...”  She  also  quoted  independent  silver 
consultant  Ted  Butler  (ButlerResearch.com)  as  questioning  why  the  silver  price  did 
not  rise  even  though  consumption  exceeded  production  for  the  last  15  years  Stated 
Butler,  “If  the  price  of  silver  appears  to  be  immune  to  the  law  of  supply  and  demand, 
there  is  something  wrong". 

Four  Largest  Traders  Net  Short  260  Million  Ounces”  In  his  weekly  commentary 
of  November  27,  2007,  analyst  Theodore  Butler  detailed  the  case  for  exposing 
concentrated  excessive  short  selling  used  to  manipulate  COMEX  silver  prices  over  a 
long  period  of  time.  Butler  persistently  presented  his  case  to  the  Commodity  Futures 
Trading  Commission  (CFTC)  for  many  years  but  to  no  avail. 

JP  Morgan,  HSBC  Accused  of  Manipulating  Silver  Futures.”  As  reported  by 
Bloomberg  News  on  October  27,  2010,  an  investor's  lawsuit  filed  in  Manhattan 
accuses  these  firms  of  violating  U.S.  antitrust  laws.  Spokespersons  for  the  accused 
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firms  declined  comment. 


"CKTC  Investigation  a  Boon  for  Silver."  A  Mineweb/lnfoMine  report  of  October 
28,  2010,  stated  that  a  CFTC  commissioner  said  "There  have  been  fraudulent  efforts 
to  deviously  control  silver  prices."  A'CFTC  investigation  of  allegations  of  price 
manipulation  in  the  silver  futures  market  began  in  September  2008. 


Silver  Fundamentals  Silver  is  the  planet  s  best  conductor  of  electricity  and  heat  as 
well  as  being  malleable,  ductile  and  beautiful  and  having  great  anti-bacterial 
properties.  Many  bullish  factors  are  converging  to  support  the  price  of  silver.  The 
industrial  use  of  silver  has  risen  sharply  in  recent  years.  China  recently  legalized  the 
ownership  of  silver  and  now  encourages  its  citizens  to  buy  silver  bars  Worldwide 
investment  in  silver  bullion  coins  (especially  U.S.  silver  eagles)  has  increased 
significantly  in  2009  and  2010.  Silver  also  has  become  the  safe  haven  of  the  middle 
class.
